GETTING DOWN TO FACTS. 

The city council is trying to get some of the 
other tax-spending bodies to see that the tax- 
payers of the city cannot pay any more taxes than 
they are now asked for; that in fact they cannot 
pay that much, and are not paying it; that because 
they are not able to pay numbers of them are be- 
ing deprived of their property every year; and 
that in consequence the source from which taxes 
come is getting smaller and smaller year by year, 
while the city is being loaded up with real estate 
out of which it gets no revenue and which it does 
not know what to do with. 

Tt would be supposed that the process of killing 
off the taxpayers had now gone on long enough, 
and with disastrous enough results, that any man 
holding an official position in civic affairs would 
at least be aware of it, and of the inevitable con- 
sequence which must follow if it is not stopped. 
With forty-eight thousand of the one hundred 
and ten thousand lots inside the city boundaries 
already in possession of the city, and therefore 
exempt from taxation, it should be apparent to 
anyone capable of thinking and caring about what 
is to happen that only a policy of cutting down ex- 
\ penditure all round the board can save the city 
from committing suicide by destroying the sources 
of its own revenue. 

Every piece of property that is taken over by 
the city for non-payment of taxes automatically 
inereases the taxes on all property still remaining 
in the hands of its owners. The city is this year 
taking over from two million to two million and a 
half dollars worth of property, and that amount 
will be struck off the assessment roll. If the coun- 
cil and all other spending bodies refrained from 
: spending a dollar more this year than they spent 

last year, the taxes on every property-owner in the 
city must be heavier this year than they were 
last. 

It is not enough therefore that expenditure be 
not increased. If that is all that is done taxes 
must go up, for the reason that there are fewer 
pockets each year from which to take the money. 
If taxes are to be kept from going up expenditure 
will have to be cut every year in proportion to the 
amount of property that is confiscated by the city 

and thus rendered non-taxable. If taxes are to be 
reduced, expenditure will have to be cut every 
year by something more than the amount of taxes 
levied upon the property taken over by the city 
during that year. 

While taxes are climbing year by year there 1s 
no chance of property in the city becoming sale- 
able. Therefore there is no possibility of the city 
being able to unload the vast areas of confiscated 
land for money enough to pay the loans it has con- 
tracted against the arrears. And the higher taxes 
become the smaller the number of property-own- 
‘ ers who are able and who think it worth while to 
hang on to property out of which the value has 
been eaten byexcessive taxation. To increase civie 
‘ ' expenditure under such cireumstances is simply to 

throttle the city. On the one hand it means that 
(ust SO many more taxpayers will cease to be tax- 
payers during the course of the year. On the other 
hand it euts down the chance that the city will 
ever be able to get out of the land it has taken 
over, the money that is owing to it—and which it 
in turn owes the bank or debenture-holders. In- 
creasing expenditure is only another name for 
wiping taxpayers off the list and pushing the city 
another step nearer to bankruptey.

' inillions. And, of course, as council levies the | 
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taxes, it is council that gets blamed for the de 
ficit. And in any case it is council, not the school 
board that has to do the ‘‘dirty work’’ of turning 
people out of their homes and taking their pro- 
perty because they cannot pay. To that perhaps 
is due the fact that the school board is carrying 
on as though the taxpayer's pocket were a fiow- 
ing well of gold. 

This year the school board has made a demand 
for $1,238,510, against $1,163,436 spent last yoar 
and $1,128,189 the year before. The increase is not 
large, $75,000 in round figures. But the point is 
that this increase is being made at a time when 
increased expenditure means the ruination of tax- 
payers and disaster to the city; a time when to 
hold expenditure down to last year’s level is not 
good enough; and when nothing but a substantial 
reduction in outlay can avert the condition in 
which neither schools nor any other civic enter- 
prise can be kept going. 

There is no branch of the civic activities which 
the taxpapers support more willingly or more 
loyally than the schools. But that is the poorest 
excuse for boosting expenditure in that depart- 
ment at a time when to boost expenditure is to 
make a tie-up of schools and every other civic de- 
partment inevitable. If the school board cannot 
curtail expenditure that must end the matter. If 
it will not try council cannot compel it to do 80. 
But at least the taxpayers are entitled to expect 
that when the board is confronted with the plain 
facts of the matter the trustees will go over their 
spending program in a real effort to bring the 
total down to a point that will not mean the con- 
fiscation of more property and the further dis- 
count of the city’s chance of avoiding the pre- 
cipice. 

The library board is another semi-independent 
body which proposes to increase expenditure, by 
nearly four thousand dollars. That represents al- 
most a ten per cent. increase in the outlay-—— and 
for a service of an entirely optional character, The 
commissioners propose instead that the library be 
kept open fewer hours per day, and a substantial 
reduction thus made in the total amount required 
to operate it, last year something in excess of 
forty thousand dollars, In this case the sum at 
stake is comparatively small, but the principle 
involved is all-important. If the city cannot cut 
expenditure on a public ‘‘free’’ library it would 
be hopeless to suppose that it could reduce any- 
where; and precisely as useless to hope that it 
could escape the consequences of buying luxuries 
at a time when even necessities cannot be paid for. 

It is to be assumed, of course, that having made 
a beginning council intends to carry through on 
the same line; that every board that is entrusted 
with the spending of tax-money will be brought 
under equal pressure to retrench; and that council 
will go through its own program of controllable 
expenditure with a blue pencil wielded by a

A POSSIBLE ALTERNATIVE, 

The members of the automobile association na- 
turally do not like the proposal that the city put 
a tax on cars. They suggest instead that the Prov- 
ince should divide with the city the-license fees 
which it collects. That will be a splendid arrange- 
ment, if the province will do it. But, unless there 
has been a radical change of opinion under the 
hill, to split the license fees with the city is about 
the last thing the Government is likely to do. It 
is estimated that the provincial treasury took 
$120,000 out of Edmonton automobile owners last 
year. That might be supposed to be proof that 
the Government could well afford to ‘‘ whack’’ up 
with the city. It could. But that it will do so is a 
different proposition. Thus far the | provincial 
Government has proceeded in regard to taxation 
on the principle that whatever it sees first belongs 
to it, and it has seen a good many chances to im- 
pose taxes which should have been left to the 
municipalities. Here’s hoping that the autoists 
can get the Ministers to see the reasonableness of 
things. If they do, we can fix up the streets, If 
not, they will have to go on every day in every 
way getting worse and worse—unless the city 
imposes the threatened road tax, 


The opening of the duck shooting season has 
been set back from Sept. lst to the 15th. Unless 
ducks are getting scarce, the advisability of the 
change is fairly open to question. Northern Al- 
berta and the country beyond is the great breed- 
ing ground of the continent. Unless the shooting 
season opens here early enough to give the resi- 
dents of the district a reasonable chance at the 
birds before they go south, Alberta will be simply 
raising ducks for people elsewhere to shoot. That 
is, if the law is observed. In practice what is al- 
most bound to happen is that there will be more 
shooting out of season than heretofore, and when 
the law-abiding sportsman goes out to look for 
ducks at the middle of September the game will 
be so wild that ‘‘vainly the fowler’s eye may mark 
the distant flight.”’ 


‘“‘ALL AS RIGHT AS RIGHT CAN BE.”’ 

The Manitoba Government wants to reduce 
the indemnity paid to members of the Legislature 
from $1,800 to $1,500. The members retort that
